The happy Conftitution of our 
Government is, tis true, Sir, of 2 
mixt Nature : It is compounded of 
the ;three principal Sorts of Govern- 
ment ; and its Perfeétion confifts in 
the Compofition’s being fo artfully 


pine, and Murder, and generally C made up, that no one of the three 


ends in the Eftablithment of Ty- 
ranny and Oppreffion. For this Rea- 
fon, when the Form of Govern- 
ment eftablifhed in any Country or

i Was the other Day at a Country Fair, 


where, while I was walking about to ob- 
ferve the different Manners of the People, my 
Thouchts were interrupted by the Noifinels of 
t wo Boys, who had entered into a Converfa- 
‘ion with one another. I foon found their 
Difcou: fe was fo plentifylly inter{perled with 
Oaths, that, if it had any Meaning, it was 
{mothered and loft by the Multitude of 
them. I was both furprized and grieved at 
the fhocking Conference of two fuch ruftick 
¥ouths: And that led me to refieét upon the 
Prevalence of that impious Vice, and lament 
that no Method has been found to fupprefs it. 
That profane Cuftom has {pread itfelf into 
ali Parts of the Nation, notwithftanding the 
Ordinances of the Legiflature, the Prociama- 
tions of our Kings, the Perfuafivenefs of our 
Sermons, and the Endeavours of many good 
Men in a more private Way to reftrain it. 
"This Vice is indeed happily ban:fhed from the

moft polite Societies, in which Swearing and D 


Tobacco feem to have been Jaid afide together ; 
but it miferably prevails among theVu'gar, who 
feem to have learned it as early as their Lan- 
guage, fo that in the Conyerlation of many 
of them, half the Difcourie is generally made 
up of Oaths and Jmprecations. That fome 
Way might be found to ftop this Cuftom is 
the carneft With of all good Men: But as 
1 had no Hopes of propoting any, I turn’d 
my Thoughts to confider the Power of Ha- 
bits in general, the great Sway they have on 
the Manners of Mankind, the Tyranny they 
exercife over the Mind when they have been 
ence eftablifhed, and therefore the Caution 
Men fhou'd ufe in not giving Way to them. 

I will fay nothing of vicious Habits, be- 
caufe the ill Confequences of them are {uffi- 
ciently feen by all thinking and wife Men: 
But it is not enough confidered how thofe 
Things, which are in themfelves innocent and 
even ufeful, do, by becoming habirual, leffen 
er deftroy the Felicity of Life. What Slaves

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too frequent an Ufe of them, when on 

cagnot side without a Pipe, nor or m. 
without his Souff-box? What unnatural 
Cravings are produced by the Habit of whet. 
ting in a Morning? When a certain Hour 
comes there is no Eafe without the ufual 
Draught ; and-yet the Appetite is often fup- 


A Prefs’d by that very Thing, which was in- 


tended to excite it- The Stomach is not ea ly 
without it; and by the Repetition of it. it 
1s impait’d and deftroy’d. Some People who 
received Benefit by Laudanum, upon fome ex- 
traordinary Occafion, have indulged them- 
felves in the Ufe of it, till at length by pra- 
dually encreafing the Dofes, they have made 
it a Poifon inftead of a Remedy: Their 
Health cannot be preferyed without it, nor 
their Life long with it. But above all, what 
Deftruétion has the Habit of Dram-drinking 
made in Mens Conftitutions and Morals; it 
being doubtful whether it has done mot Mif- 
chief to the Health of the Body, or the Fa- 
culties of the Mind? 

There are other Habits, which, tho’ they 
have not fuch ill Confequences to attend them, 
have neverthelefs Power enough to caufe Un- 
eafine{s and Spleen. Men are apt to run iato 
little Peculiarities of Drefs and Converfation, 
fet Times of eating and drinking, Hours of 
going to Bed and rifing, a Confinement which 
is unbecoming a wile Man: And yet we find 
the very wifeft are not exempt from an At- 
tachment to them.. The Ear! of Clarendon 
obferves of the learned Mr. Selden, when it 
was debated whether the Great Seal fhou'd be 
given him, that he weu’d not have Jain out 
of his Bed for the greateft Preferment. A 
conftant and regular Courfe of Living, which 
has been thought to contribute much to 
Health and the Felicity of Life, dues, I 
think, purfued too ftriétly, rather obfiru& 
both. Some Men have been fo fanciful as to 
eat and drink by Weight and Meafure, which 
is a Confinement fit only for them who have 
nothing elfe to do. , 

The habituating one’s felf to fome particu 
lar Sorts of Eatables or Liquors, has likewile in 
a lefs Proportion its Inconyeniencies ; for the 
Vefiels of the Body accommodating them- 
felyes to the Kind and Quantity of Juices they

followed Nature moft, who eat when he w# 
hungry, and dranle when be yas dry. Met 
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éf Bafinels, whofe Minds are employed in a 
treat Variety of Affairs, are not fo Hable to 
thofe Singularities, as ftudious and contempla- 
tive Men; and therefore there is requited 
in them a greater Dijigence to guard againft 
them; for it js a Shame to wife Men to be 
much concern’d about thefe Trifles, whith, 
if they enjoy them, make them no better ; if 
they are taken fromi them, leave them not the 
worfe. 

I remember to have read fomewhere, I 
think in the Works of Monfieur Sr. Zure- 
trond, that, as a great Prince in France took 
much Delight in obferving the Foibles of his 
Acquaintance, the Converfation turning on 
that Point, ome of the Comipany propofed 
to enquire what was the Prince's own Foibie. 
But he who took fuch Pleafure in fearching 
after the Peculiarities of others, was dif- 
pleafed that an Enquiry thould b: made after 
hisown. And this, Mr. Hooker, may be tlie 
Cafe of you and me. We have doubrlefs our 
Fojdles and Singularities as well as other Men ; 
and if, perhaps, we do not perceive them our- 
felves, vet th re are tho who fee and obferve 
them. It is our Bufioefs, while we are ani- 
madverting @pon the Singularities of others, 
to correét our own. Thole Men are the 
moft generally ufeful who are freeft from all 
particular Habits; and to avoid a Confine- 
ment to any, is the Way to be always pre- 
pared to ferve our God; ovr Country, and 
our Friends. I therefore call upon young 
Perfons, I call upon all thofe, who are now 
free from any Prepofieffions upon their Minds, 
to keep themfelves from being fubjeét to any 
Habit whatfoever, and efpecially from Gam- 
ing, which is the moft prevalent Caftom in 
this Age. If they do fo; they will find by 
Experience; that they will be more eafy in 
themfelves, and ihore uleful to othets.

“* To make Peace, in order to procure to 
ourfelves all the Advantages of an extenfive 
Commerce, is to make War upon our Enemies, 
Let us therefore have no more to do with thze 
ViGories, which are gain’d by ruinous Means. 
Let Glory fleep and be at Reft. Itis in the 
Heart of our Plains, that Indu/fry fhall opea 
¢o us ealy Paths to greater Comguefis, May 
propitious Heaven preferve to us a Prince, 
whofe Wifdom meafures his Glory by the 
Happinefs of his People, and a worthy Miniffer, 
who feconds his Views with fo much Zeal, 
and extenfive Difcernment! France, fuperior 
by the Advantages of her Commerce, thall 
make neighbouring States know, that the is 
as capable of rafing her Power by Peace as 
by War.” 

Happy, indeed, is that Country which lays 
ho'd of all Opportunities to extend its Com- 
merce, clear its Incumbrances, and enrich the 
Subje@ ; which it is too vifible that France 
hath done, duriog the Adminiftration of the 
frefent Cardinal; who hath omitted no Means 
of encreafing its Riches, Power, and Deminions, 
But to return to our Author, whole peaceable 
Intentions want a little Explanation. 

If the maritime Powers will fufler France 
to open and enlarge more Ports upon the Nor- 
thern Coaft, and own France Sovercign of the 
Ocean, then will the remain in Peace; and, 
in order to bring about fo neighbourly a Scheme, 
the Author projects a French Fleet to be kept 
on Foot ; then after making a Computation 
what a very confiderable Navy once cott France, 
fays, (p.277.) ** that 100 Ships at 10,200,000 
Livers per Annum, tuppofing the whole to be 
favipt fix Months of the Year, which never

‘© The Land Forces, fays he, cof much 
more than this powerful Navy; and the 
are neither capable of bringing us fo Tha 
Honour, or Profit. They can neither make 
the French Flag be refpeéted, or fear’d, {0 fare 
They are no fort of Protection to our foreign 
Trade, which is the only Means of aggran- 
dizing and enriching the State. All the Forces 
we can have by Land can never free us from 
Subjection ta maritime Powers ; nor put us in & 
Condition to humble the Pride of thofe haugh- 
ty Iflanders, who believe and call themielves 
Kings of the Sea. This we are only to look 
for from a powerful Navy, able to difpute that 
Empire with them, and oblige them to pay 
the firft Honour to the French Flag.” 

Before I make any farther Obfervations, IL 
fhail give the Reader another Quotation from 
the fame Author, p. 286. 

“¢ I have always heard it faid, that with a 
little Expence we might make an excellent 
one, (meaning a Port) at la Hogue in Lower 
Normandy. This is the only Place in the 
World, moft proper for raifing an important 
Fortrefs, either for Commerce, or for Sbips. 
It will hold a great many of them. There 
they would lie in Security, and theiter’d from 
any dangerous Winds, by making a Mole of 
about two or three hundred Toifes of the 
great or fmall Redoubt of MMbfalines, towards 
the Fort of /a Hogue, leaving at the Foot of 
that Fort a convenient Entrance for the Port, 
and by digging a Bay, which the Mle wou!ld 
enclofe. We might even caule the Port * to 
be cleans’d by the River Saire, which is but 
about the Diftance of fix or feven Toifes, and 
which might eafily be turn’d into it. That 
Port would then be very confiderable, and 
well fituated, It has an admirable Road ; and 
a'] thofe, who are acquainted with the Affairs 
of the Navy and Navigation agree, that we 
ought to labour at and improve the Advantages 
of that Place, notwthftanding the Oppofition 
of our Neighbours; for the more they fet them- 
felves in Oppofition to it, the more ought we 
to be fenfible that it tends to our Advantage. 
We ought by no Means to bz afraid of them. 

In 
a Word, there it is we muft have a Port,” 

This Scheme, in my Opinion, does not 
feem to be fent into the World by a Perfon, 
who only wrote in hopes that his Book would 
fell well, or by a ProjeGor, that was building 
Caftles in the Air.

Crown will fpare no Cof, or Trouble, for 
fach a Security to their Naval Force, as may 
render it formidable, or deftruétive to the 
Commerce of the maritime Powers ; and as to 
the Fleet, whenever France thould be pleas’d 
to reduce her Land Forces, the may be ve 
capable to maintain a very powerful Fleet. — 
From hence it is plein how fatal all Politicke 
have been, which tended to difunite the Empe- 
ror and the maritime Powers, 

His Imperial Maj-fty fell the firft Sacrifice 
to the ambitious Houle of Bourbon, the ma- 
ritime Powers are to be ferv'd for the fecond 
Courfe. 

If it thould be thought this Author's 
Schemes are only the vain and airy Imag’- 
nations of a fing/e Perfon, let us confider what 
has been done theie few Years paft in the Me- 
diterranean, Wath not the Houfe of Bourbon 
got the tavo Sicilies and Corficae Except our 
own. Port Mabon and Gibraltar, is there a 
Port, but Leghorn, which cannot be thot 
from us by that powerful Family; and if 
France thouid be ab'e to fet up a confiderable 
Fleet, will it not ftill be worfe? Perhaps it 
may be urg'd againft me, that I prove too 
much, as Troth is not to be fproken at all 
Times, and that by aggrandizing the Power 
of France, and the Houje of Bourbon, 1 may 
intimidate, more than excite, the Courage of 
my Countrymen. 

Befides, as we are now aétually in War 
with a Branch of the Houfe of Bourbon, 
this is not the Time to provoke, or alarm 
Frarce; to which I anfwer, that the beft 
and only Way to fhun Danger is to fore- 
fee and forewarn ; and a fkilful Surgeon firft 
probes to the Bottom of the Wound, before 
he applies Remedies.

That Commodore Brown having received, ‘by 
the Shorebam, his Majefty’s Orders of the 
1sth of Fume laft, for granting Letters of 
general Marque and Reprifals againft the Spa- 
niards, is preparing to put to Sea To-morrow, 
with his Majefty’s Ships:the Hampton-Court, 
Windfor, Fatmouth, Torrington, Diamond, and 
Sthorebam, And we have fince heard, thot 
he accordingly made a Trip with thefe fix 
Men of War, and appeared in a hoftile Man- 
ner at the Havana, Cartagena, and {ome other 
of the Spanifb Ports'in that Part of the 
World; after which he returned to Famarca. 
This appeared’a little furprizing to our People 
in thofe Parts; becaufe, as he had no Fire- 
Ships, nor Bomb-Ketches, along with him, 
nor any Land-Forces on Board, he could do 
no Herm to any of the Enemy’s Settlements 
at Land, mor to any Ships in their Harbours 
fo that the Hoftilities he committed, could 
ferve orily to give them Notice, that there 
was @ Rupture between the two Nations, and 
thereby prevent their fending any of the 
Ships to Sea ; which feems contrary to his 
Majefty’s Intentions; for by fending thefe 
Letters of. Reprifal to the Wef?- Indies, near a 
Month before they were publithed in Europe, 
his Majefty certainly intended, that our Men 
of War aad Privateers thould have an Op- 

ftunity to pick up feveral of the Evemy’s 

ips in the American Seas, before they could 
have Notice of the Rupture at any of their 
Ports or Settlements. , 

We hear from Vienna, that on the Day the 
annual Diet of the Stetes of Lower Auftria 





Marks of Affeétion they had formerly done 
to his Perfon and Government, Since which 
they have granted, according to Cuftom, all 
his Imperjal Majefty afk'd of them, which 
was 25,000 Rectuits, with the ufual Subfi- 
dies; and they are to Begin next Menth to 
taife thofe Recruits.
